Live  Stock 

•ITbe  Stock  in  Hot  Weather 

glance  Tor  a.  moment  at  some 
,*>f..th©vmost  common  mistakes  of  this 
fr.'  rr'nn''"..  at  some  of  the  things  ^‘e 
do.-n<5^fio  •which  should  ba  done,  says 
Stock.  PSJmsr  In  the  Maritime  Fanner. 

One  error  la  the  turning  of  animals 
out  to  pasture,  without  taking  any 
■ thought  for  their  comfort  during  the 
) Bummer,  Let  us  suppose  that  the  pas- 
' tiirea  iave  an  abundant  supply  of 
. grass.  Our  next  care  should  be  to  see 
that  there  Is  an  adequate  supply  of 
, TOod  water.  Very  often  the  little 
brooks  which  wend  their  way  from 
side  liiU  to  dale  are  dried  up  during 
raidsuramer  or  become  merely  slimy 
pools,  the  home  of  myriads  of  micro- 
I organisms  which  are  Injurious  to  the 
health  of  animals  obliged  to  drink  from 
them.  Let  us  then  see  to  It  that  the 
stock ’shall  be  supplied  with  nice,  frestt 
■water!  even  If  It  should  mean  more 
( trouble  to  pro>ide  it.  It  will  be  great- 
ly appreciated  by  our  four-footed 
friends,  and  will  be  profitable  to  their 
owners.  Let  us  also  supply  them  with 
salt  several  times  a week. 

The  supply  of  food  and  water  In  the 
pastures  being  abundant,  they  will  be 
quite  comfortable  as  far  as  the  appe- 
tite is  concerned.  There  are.  however, 
some  other  comforts  to  be  attended  to. 
namely,  protection  from  cold'  winds, 
rain  and  the  scorching  rays  of  the  sun. 
There  Is  nothing  they  enjoy  better  than 
access  to  a thick  clump  of  trees,  or.  in 
the  event  of  treeless  pastures, to  a shed 
of  some  kind  where  they  can  take  re- 
' fuge  at  win.  And  are  they  not  com- 
fortable where  all  these  conditions  are 
fulfilled?  I would  say  "no.’*  In  this 
country,  unless  they  are  carefully  dip-' 
ped  or  thoroughly  sprayed,  the  sheep 
will  be  Infested  with  ticks  and  para- 
sites of  different  kinds.  The  cows  and 
hogs  are  often  Infested  with  lice,  and 
horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  will  be 
pestered  with  files  of  different  kinds. 
TVhil©  so  persecuted  we  cannot  expect, 
them  to  do  their  best. 

Bore  several  two  and  a half  or  three 
inch  holes  In  a log  and  smear  their 
edges  with  tar.  Put  the  salt  for  the 
sheep  In  these  holes  and  when  the 
sheep  tries  to  roach  the  salt  they  will, 
get  their  nostrils  smeared  wtih  tar.  This 
will  prevent  the  gad-flies  from  deposit- 
ing their  eggs  In  the  nostrils  and  the 
troublew  Ith  grub  in  the  head  will  be 
avoided. 

Let  us,  then,  as  never  before,  dip  and 
spray  our  stock  as  necessary,  so  a.s  to 
rid  them  of  these  troublesome  pests.  It 
will  mean  a heavier  hog;  better  sheep 
and  lambs,  and  a fulller  milk-pall,  alt 
of  which  tend  to  swell  our  resources 
and  place  us  in  the  envied  position  of 
independence. 

Ventilation  in  Stables. 

Most  fanners  who  have  built  new 
stables  in  the  last  fe-w  years  thought 
chleflv  about  getting  them  warm  and 
convenient.  The  necessity  for  an  even, 
aboundapt  supply  of  fresh  air  was  too 
often  forgotten.  But  carelessness  re- 
garding such  an  Important  matter  Is 
dangerous.  It  frequently  resulte  in  tu- 
berculous animals.  Cows  will  give  more 
milk,  will  continue  healthy  and  be  able 
to  give  milk  longer,  and  all  animals 
u-jli  give  larger  returns  for  their  teed' 
either  in  flesh  or  in  work,  during  the, 
winter.  If  they  are  given  an  even, 
•thundant  supply  of  fresh  air  and  a 
tenrperature  of  fifty  degrees,  than  if 
they  live  In  foul,  close  stables  at  a 
temperature  of  sixty  degrees.  I

former  is  easly  recognized  hy  the  foiiii 
odor  and  moist  discharge.  Canker  pro-1 
duces  a dry  condition,  but  complete  de-; 
struction.  When  the  frog  is  lost  hj^J 
either  thrush  or  canker,  it  will  require; 
from  six  to  eight  months  to  be  replaced! 
by  new  growth.  I 


Dairy 

Silage  for  Stock. 

Experiment  has  shown  that  there  is  i 
no  great  difference  in  co.st  of  growing  i 
silage  and  growing  root.e,  U has  also 
been  shown  that  roots  are  fully  as  good 
If  not  better  than  silage  for  milk  pro- 
duction. If  y^u  think  you  cannot  af- 
ford to  put  up  a silo  or  if  the  herd  is 
too  small  to  justify  the  expense,  by  all 
means  grow  a patch  of  roots  for  cow 
feed  next  winter.  Grow  them  in  the 
gpden  if  there  Is  room  on  no  other 
place  on  the  farm..  A few  carrots  for 
the  horse.s  and  mangels,  turnips  or 
carrots  for  the  cows,  should  be  grown 
on  every  farm.  They  are  just  as 
necessary  for  the  barn  bill  of  fare  as 
potatoes  are  for  the  house  menu. 

Poultry 

Poultry  Notes, 

Don't  give  the  little  chicks  anvthlng 
to  eat  except  grit  and  pure  water  until 
they  are  about  three  days  old  and  thev 
will  not  die  or  have  bowel  trouble,  hut 
will  be  the  healthiest  chicks  you  have 
■ ever  raised. 

Don't  sell  the  eggs  from  those  stolen 
nests,  but  boll  them  herd  and  use  the 
clear  ones  for  the  little  chicks.  They 
should  be  chopped  fine  with  shells  on, 
and  fed  once  a day  in  connection  with 
other  feeds. 

It  is  practically  useless  to  try  to 
raise  little  chicks  in  an  enclosure  un- 
less they  pe  given  very  close  attention. 
To  do  well  they  must  have  a good  grass 
run  and  free  range,  and  there  Is  no 
good  reason  why  they  cannot  have 
theee  on  almost  any  farm. 

Brood  coops  should  not  be  placed 
too  close  together  or  the  chicks  will 
be  apt  to  mix  up  and  all  go  to  the  hen 
calls  her  chicks  beet  and  after  the 
chjeks  are  weaned  there  is  a great  deal 
of  danger  of  the  chicks  all  crowding 
Into  one  coop  if  the  coops  ore  too  close 
together,  and  many  of  them  being 
smothered  to  death.  Spread  them  out 
them  plenty  of  room  and  it 
will  benefit  them  in  many  ways.

Mistakes  in  Spraying, 

Professor  Orr,  'in  an  Instructive  ad- 
dress on  the  spraying  of  fruit  trees, 
polnte  out  a number  of  mistakes  com- 
monly made.  The  ad’dress  is,  in  part, 
as  follows; 

familiar  with  the  characteris- 
tics of  the  insects  causing  the  trouble 
we  should  first  find  out  If  It  Is  a bit- 
ing or  a sucking  insect.  If  it  is  a 
biting  or  a masticatory  Insect,  then 
the  Paris  green,  etc..  Is  the  proper 
remedy,  if  it  is  a sucking  or  sucto- 
rial insect,  then-  we  must  use  coal  oil 
emulsion,  whale  oil  soap,  or  something 
which  kills  by  contact.  The  vital  point 
is  to  ascertain  how  the  insect  feeds. 
I once  explained,  this  difference  to  a 
I youngster,  .and  to  sall.^ify  mvself  that 
he  understood.  I asked'  him  If  hi.s 
mouth  was'  masticatory  or  .Suctorial. 
He  replied  that  at  presein  it  was  mas- 
ticatory, but  that  It  used  to  be  sucto- 
rial. He  understood. 

It  is  a mistake  to  use  any  but  pure 
chemicals.  Paris  green  is  •sometimes. 
, aduttOFaied.  This  can  be 'easily  daterm- 
Inerl  by  dissolving  a email  quantity  In 
ordinary  household  ammonia,  ’i'he  li- 
quid will  turn  a bright  blue,  and  any 
sediment  that  will  not  dissblve  Is  adul- 
terant.

de.stroy  the  slugs,  and  If  a little  white 
hellebore  powder  or  pyrethrum  powder 
Is  added  to  the  solution  the  destruction 
of  the  insects  is  surer.  Dry  powder  of 
hellebore  .or  pyrethrum  puffed  on  to 
the  wetted  leaves  will  .also  destroy  the 
pest.  I have  killed  it  by  fresh  .^alr- 
elaked  llfne  du.stecl  over  and  under  the 
bushes  by  hand. 

Rose  bugs  come  when  June  roses  be- 
gin to  open,  and  stay  five  weeks,  eat- 
ing the  rose  blossoms  and  foliage,  and 
flowers  and  leaves  of  many  other 
plants.  They  a.ppear  in  great  numbers 
and  fly  everywhere,  but  they  arc  stu- 
pid c.reatures,  and  when  disturbed  think 
more  of  spluttering  with  their  feet 
than  taking  to  their  wings  for  safely. 
Catch  theip  and  kill  them  is  the  only 
effective  method  of  destroying  them. 
But  If  you  catch  and  kill  every  J)Ug  in 
your  garden  to-night,  to-morrow  it  wilt 
be  full  again,  so  il  Is  necessary  to  pev- 
cist  in  the  work.  Spread  a cloth  or 
sheet  under  the  bushes  and  then  j.ar 
the  latter,  and  the  bugs  will  fall  on  to 
the  sheet.  Xow  shake  them  together 
into  a heap  on  the  ground  and  trample 

”m  to  death,  or  dump  them  into  a 
p.ail  partly  liiied  with  kerosene.  Or 
take  a wlde-mouthed  pall  or  tin  milk 
pan  one-third  filled  with  kerosene,  and 
go  into  the  garden  and  shake  the  bugs 
Into  the  pail.  That  will  ho  their  finish. 
i?praylng  the  bushes  with  a weak  solu- 
tion of  whale-oil  soap  and  a little  to- 
bacco juice  added  will  render  the  rose 
less  to  the  bugs'  liking  than  plants  not 
so  treated,  and  they  will  leave  you 
and  go  elsewhere  for  a meal.

U«es  of  Salt 


If  washing  your  table  tumblers  with* 
cold  water  dip  your  fingers  in  the  salt 
and  see  the  result  of  It., 

When  rinsing  your  mouth  after 
cleaning  teeth,  put  a little  salt  In  the 
water.  It  will  harden  your  gums  and 
so  prevent  them  from  bleeding. 

A little  salt  In  your  starch  will  pre- 
vent the  starch  from  blowing  out  of 
your  clothes  on  Windy  days  and  will 
prevent  the  .starch  from  freezing  on 
cold  days. 

If  sprinkling  your  carpet  with  salt 
before  sweeping.  11  not  only  gives  it 
a bright  color,  but  also  prevents  moths 
from  getting  Into  it. 

Always  wash  the  inside  of  your 
clothespress  with  salt  water.  It  keeps 
the  moths  out  of  the  clothes. 

Put  a dash  of  salt  Inlo  everything 
where  condensed  milk  Is  used.  It 
makes  It  taste  more  like  fresh  milk. 

Fait  will  curdle  new  milk.  In  pre- 
paring porridge.  gravie.s.  etc.,  the  salt 
should  not  be  added  until  the  dl.sh  Is 
prepared. 

To  prevent  rust  on  flat  Irons,  bees- 
wax and  salt  will  make  .vour  rusty 
flat  irons  as  smooth  and  clean  .ns  glass.
